LOWER IN AUG. 


Tefeftss* t« TW 
Albany. Sept. 23.— The average 


weekly earning of New York state 
factory worktr* wmi IZl-Tl lo Au- 
guit. This return of earnings to very 
near the June level was caused by tee 
increase In »ege rates paid to railway 
•hop men. The Increase ift the An- 
guit *v*r*f« wMkly eamlM o»tf tae 
July average is 22 cent*. Rail**? 
shop pay roIU snowed u increase tut' 
ficient to produce an increase of II 
cents in the average weekly earaimg 
of the factory workers in all llaes of 
manufacturing. From tfels It appear* 
that the August incrMUw is not to ae 
attributed to any gain in manufactur- 
ing activity. 
Manufacturing in gen- 


eral showed little change in August. 


The average earning Quoted abort 


was computed by the bureau of statis- 
tics of ibe state industrial commission 
from 1,648 manufacturers' reports 
covering nearly 
600,000 
factory 


worker*. 


Partial recoveries from 
the July 


drop In earnings occurred in ton* It* 
dustries. 
Part time work caused 


further reductions in the earning* of 
workers in several industries, how* 
ever. No evidence appears in the 
August reports that would lead to the 
expectation of a resumption of the 
upward trend of earnings that ap- 
peared from June, 1910, to June, 
1920. 
That will depend upon develop- 


ments in trade which have not yet 
taken form. 
~- 


The most pronounced reductions in 


factory workers' earnings that occur- 
red in August were in the automobile. 
paint and varnish, cotton goods, men's 
clothing, men's furnishing! and tan- 
ning industries- The decrease la the 
earnings of workers engaged in the 
automobile Industry accompanies the 
slump in the activity of asreral plants 
in this state. The number of people 
employed In that industry was reduc- 
ed 30 per cent from May to August. 
and those employed earned 5 per cant 
less in August tnan In July. The de- 
creased earnings in the paint and var. 
ni«h Industry are attributed to the 
elimination of over time work.- In 
tne men's clothing, men's furnishings 
and cotton goods industries, the de- 
crease in earnings is due to part time" 
work in some plants, resulting from 
the lack of active demand. 
The de- 


crease in earnings in the canning in- 
dustry marks the pawing of the 
height of the season. 


The largest gains of the month in 


the earnings of worker* is the va- 
rious Industrie* occurred In the glass, 
firearms, heating apparatus, railway 
supply and repair, ship building;, fur 
goods, women's clothing and women's 
furnishings industries. 
In all cases 


these increases simply mark at least 
partial recoveries from recent- de- 
clines in earnings. In the glass in- 
dustry earnings wen low in July be- 
cause of annual shut-downs. In the 
firearms, heating apparatus, ship 
building, and women's furnishings in- 
dustries, a policy of reduced forces 
employed -full time in place of i*.rt 
time work for larger forces appears 
in some reports and accounts for the 
increase in earnings of the workers 
employed. The higher earnings in the 
fur goods and women's clothing in- 
dustries are due to an Increase in the 
activity of some factories in August.
